English Chief Justice Compliments 
American Advocate on His Argument 
in the Alaskan Boundary Case.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.) David T. Watson of Pittsburgh, 
of counsel for the American side, con- 
tinued at today's session of the Alas- 
kan Boundary Commission his analy- 
zation of the treaty of 1825.

Chief Justice Alverstone said he did 
not understand the British argument.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—| By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Premier Balfour in a lengthy let. 
ter to the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr. Davidson, discusses the Macedonian 
Situation. The letter is in reply to the 
archibishop's act in drawing atten- 
tion to the growing uneasiness among 
churchmen at the apparent apathy of 
the powers, “while unspeakable atroc- 
ities are perpetrated in Macedonia.” 

Mr. Balfour says he is in entire sym 
pathy with the feelings of borror and 
indignation, and full¥ understands the 
desire to give expression in public 
meeting to the sentiment of reproba- 
tion which recent events justified. He 
then proceeds to analyse the situation. 
He says: 

“We have not to deal with a sample 
of misgovernment or oppression by 
Turkish officials, but wita a probiem 
complicated by the fect that the Chris- 


gravated by differences of religion, and 
in addition to the ilis inflicted by «a 
corrupt and incapable edministration, 
and by an ili-peid and undisciplined 
soldiery, and by a detestable system of 
taxation, we have te reckon with ail 
the ills which, in a population not im- 
bued with western ideas of humanity, 
rival nationalities and sects do not 
ecruple to inflict on one another.”

“It was a matter of congratulation 
when Russia end Austria, acting with 
the authority of Europe, proposed to 
presse the scheme of reforms which, 
while lacking in theoretical perfection, 
came within the cireuls of practicai 
politica and would, if more earnestly 
pressed by Porté, and more frankly 
accepted oy the Macedonian population, 
have spared the world the horrors it 
has since witnessed. Neither of these 
conditions was fulfilled. The Porte. as 
usual, was dilatory, and failed to see 
that a policy of humanity was a policy 
of wisdom. The revolutionists have de- 
liberately dene their best to drive the 
Turk to excesses, and furnish him with 
an excuse for deferring the execution 
of reforms, meet horrors with hor- 
rors and brutality with brutality, for 
the deliberate purpose of driving the 
Turk to crimes against the innocent. 
and thus play upon the sympathies of 
the world.

MORE TROOPS MOBILIZED. 
REPORTED TURKISH DEFEATS. 


SOFTA (Bulgaria) Sept. 25.—[By ‘At- 
lantic Cable.) Simultaneously with 
the tasue of the irade appointing the 
mixed ian Commission, the 
report es from Constantinople that 
the Porte has ordered the mobilization 
of two additional divisions of Asiatic 
troops. The belief prevails here that 
the Sultan is acting solely in view of 
the approaching meeti between the 
Russian and Austrian Emperors, and 
with the hope of convincing them that 
he is anxious to maintain peace. 

A dispatch from Rila says that the 
insurgents, encouraged by their recent 
successes, are abandoning a_ strictly 
defensive attitude, and are prepering 
to take the offensive. 

A large Turkish force surrounded an 
insurgent camp near Prespo, and the 
insurgents had forty men and eighty 
women and children killed. The Turk- 
ish los® was heavy. 

In an engagement near Kesela the 
Turks lost 100 killed and wou , 
while the insurgents had fifteen killed 
and twenty-nine wounded. 

A telegram from Varna announces 
that 600 old men, women and children, 
starving and nearly naked, have ar- 
rived there from sargas, where they 
were unable to find shelter.

VS. MILITARY AUTHORITY. 

The decision of Judge Seeds, at 
Cripple Creek. Colo., sustaining the 
contention for the supremacy of the 
eivi] over the military authorities, 
was an inevitable outcome of the cun- 
troversy. takirg all the circumstances 
of the case into consideration. ‘The 
controversy, as a matter of fact, ought 
never to bave arisen. In the absence 
of extraordinary conditicns, making 
mecessary the proclaiming of martia! 
law. the civil authority is Invariably 
supreme. It can be superseded by no 
authority eave martial law. and then 
only for so long a time as the con- 
ditions exist which led in the first in- 
stance to the deciaration of martial 
law. To piece military above civil 
suthorits. except temporarily, when 
the latter has been overawed or over- 
come by superior force, would be rev- 
olutionary. 

The trouble at Cripple Creek has 
mot thus far presented conditions 
making nece-sary the proclaiming of 
martial law. There is no telling how 
soon such conditions may be 0»pre- 
sented, if the civi! authorities fail in 
the performance of their duty. Such 
megiect of duty may easily raise up 
conditions which will make the 
prociamation of martial law abso- 
lutely necessary for the protection of 
the public peace and well bein- In 
such case, military authority will be- 
come supreme for the time, and will 
so continue un‘!! order shall have 
been restored, when the civil author- 
ity will resume its fvnctions. 

Under existing conditions at Crip- 
ple Creck, the State militia has been 
called out by the Governor for the 
purpore of assisting the civil author- 
ities in preserving order. If it goes 
beyond that duty, the militia will ex- 
ceed ite authority. Its authority will 
become supreme only in the event that 
the civil authorities are unable to 
preserve the peace. 

Neglect or refusal on the part of 
eivil authorities to perform their 
sworn duties may bring about condi- 
tions of anarchy which will make it 
imperative for military authority to 
step in and put an end to such fn- 
tolerable conditions. But until this 
imperative necessity arises, the an- 

‘thority of the courts must be _ re- 
spected, and their orders must be 1m- 
plicitly obeyed, even though there may 
be reason to suspect that the orders 
of courts are inspired in some degree 
by demagogic motives. It is to be 
hoped that the necessity for proclaim- 
ing martial law may not arise at 
Cripple Creek, and that the civil au- 
thorities ‘will do their full duty tn the 
suppression of lawlessness. But the 
State of Colorado hes, in the person 
of Gov. Peabody, an Bxecutive who 
may be depended upon to do his duty, 
as he sees it, whatever may happen. 
If martial law should become a neces- 
wy of the.situation, it will certainly 
be declared and as certainly enforced.

IVE THE BOYS A CHANCE. 

It is announced that Charies M. 
Schwab, the comparatively young man 
who has dtivanced with such amazing 
rapidity and poverty to great af- 
fluence, hag determined to emulate 
the good example set by the man to 
whom he largely owes his success, and 
to devote the greater part of his large 
fortune to philan pie uses. Un- 
like Carnegie, however, he has de- 
termined to give his fortune, esti- 
mated at about $20,000,000, not. to 
public libraries, but for the establish- 
ment of schools, and especially schools 
| that will make provision for the teach- 
ing of various trades—that is to say, 
industrial schools. 

It is an excellent thing to see these 
wealthy men not waiting for their 
death to dizeipate their millions, or 
to bequeath millions to charitable pur- 
poses, but taking an active interest 
in doing good while they are alive 
and can see that their money is ju- 
diciously spent. To most thoughtful 
peopie it will seem that Mr. Schwab's 
idea is somewhat preferable to that 
of Mr. Carnegie, and certainly far 
preferable to the idea of endowing 
colleges, where the higher and more 
abstruse branches of knowledge are 
taught, because it is an admitted fact 
that this country is today overcrowded 
with young then whose heads are full 
of “book larnia,.” and who find no use 
for their mass of crude and often il!- 
digested knowledge, being often forced 
to accept min positions as walters, 
and streei-car men, and other similar 
positions which can be  filled—ana 
perbaps better filled—by those who 
merely have a smattering of the “three 
R's.” - 

At the same time, the thought must 
neccssarily occur to one, what use is 
it tor Mr. Schwab, or other philan- 
thropic capitalists, to devote money 
to the training of boys in various 
trades so long as the autocratic and 
unreasonabie labor unions refuse to 
permit them tg complete their practical 
education as apprentices—or at least 
forbid most of them to do so, allow- 
ing only a very small number of ap- 
prentices in a factory? Next to the 
illogical system that seeks to place 
an incompetent or lazy mechanic on 
the same level with the man who is 
thoroughly competent and industrious, 
this phase of the labor-union question 
is certainly one of the weakest points, 
and one which must inevitably, sooner 
or later, cause the downfall of the 
system of labor unions, as it now ex- 
ists. Let us hope that the time will 
be rather sooner than later. There is 
every indication that it will be so. 
Then a new system of labor unions 
may arise from the ashes, one that is 
just to the employé and employer 
alike, that recognizes a difference in 
ability and diligence, and -conse- 
quently a difference in the value of 
the services of its members, and that 
does not forbid young people to learn 
trades and so prepare themselves to 
become useful members of society, 
rather than tramps, and perhaps 
criminals. 


HE NEGRO PROBLEM. 

There seems to have been some- 
thing like an ousbreak of fresh ani- 
mosity against the negro in the South- 
ern States, during the past few 
months, and many more or less un- 
reasonable and impracticable state- 
ments and suggestions have been put 
forth by southern orators and states- 
men, some of which have found their 
way into print. For instance, one 
more or less eminent southern gentle- 
man deciares it as his opinion tnat 
the only way to solve this problem is 
to ship the entire colored population 
of the country—with or without their 
belongings, he did not go into such 
detaiis—to “furrin parts.” According 
to the aispatches, he did not seem to 
make the suggested destination of the 
southern wegroes very clear, but ap- 
parently his proposition was to send 
them to the Philippine Islands. 

Another radical proposition, put 
forth by a United States Senator from 
the South, is for the repeal of the 
fifteenth amendment, which guaran- 
tees the freedom of the tallot to al! 
Americans, irrespective of the color of 
their skin. As the repeal of the 
amendment would require the concur- 
rence of two-thirds of both houses 
of Congress, and the subsequent rat- 
ification of it by three-fourths of the 
States, it is searcely probable that the 
southern Senator has any serious ex- 
pectation of attaining his obejct within 
a reasonable time. 

Another investigator of the negro 
problem, a man named Stone, who 
lives in Mississippi, recently had an 
article in the Atlantic Monthly, in 
which he put forth a remarkable dis- 
covery which he claims to have made. 
Mr. Stone's idea is that the mulatto 
problem excludes the negro prob.em— 
that there is no negro problem. It is 


the mulatto, he says, who has been 
making himself a problem, and our 
confusion of negro and mulatto has 
caused much of the perplexity on this 


The real negro is docile, 


subject. 


tractable, and unambitious,” harbors 
no malice, does not yearn for the bal- 
fot, prefers a car of his own, and 
never distresses himself over any 
“probiem,”’ except the food problem. 
The men like Booker T. Washington, 
who are trying to elevate the race, and 
the otner men who are stirring them 
up to mischief, are mulattoes; and we 
have been attributing the good and 
bad qualities and possibilities that 
appear in these mulattoe: to the negro 
race. 

As a set-off to Mr. Stone's brilliant 
theory, how about the story which 
recentiy appeared in the Washington 
Star, of a negro lad, as black as tar, 
who is in the service of the Apostolic 
Delegate in Washington? He is 21 
years of age, and talks fluently in 
English, French, Italian, Latin and 
Greek and is now studying Spanish, 
Portugusse, German and other ian- 
guages. He has transiated Demos- 
thenes, and done other literary jobs 
of no small note, is an accomplished 
pianist, and has composed some music. 

It is, indeed, shortsighted folly, or 
wilful perversion of the truth, to de- 
clare that intellectual attainments de- 
pend upon the color of a man's hide. 
We should remember that the negroes 
who inhabit the United States today 
are but a few generations removed 
from a state of savagery. How mtcu 
superior to the American negroes of 
today were our ancestors, within 100 
years of the time when their fore- 
fathers were running about clothed 
in skins, and slaying one another with 
clubs? 

In contrast to such outgivings as 
these, it is interesting to hear expres- 
sions of another kind, like the fol- 
lowing, which was recently credited 
to ex-Uov. J. Northérn of Georgia, and 


published in a special gispatch to 
she Times. AS an interesting con- 
tribution to the discussion of the 


negro probiem, Mr. Northern's woras 
are worth reproducing here: 

“] have lived among negroes all my 
life, and | do not want to live in a 
couatry where tnere are none. will 
trust tnem in every relation far more 
conndentliy than 1 would the mongrel 
population o: the self-announced So- 
cialists, anarchists and outlaws who 
do wenial service of other sections. 
We do not want to deport the negroes. 
We could not, if we so desired. How 
ean you force ten million people io 
leave the country when they exercise 
the same civil rights as are accorded 
to you? 

“The better class of negroes have 
shown themselves quite as much in 


i favor of the death penalty for outlaws 


of their race who commit assaults as 
are white people themselves. There 
is no longer that disposition to con- 
ceal and protect these criminais 
against full and proper punishment. 
When this punishment is administered 
uniformly by due process of law, and 
not by barbarous burnings by a mob, 
you will find the most active co- 
operation on their part in bringing the 
criminal to the tribunal designated to 
‘punish crime. 

“For all these years I have had oc- 
casion to watch closely the relations 
between the races in this State, and I 
say to you most positively, there has 
not been a time since the war when 
we were more in harmony than we 
are today.” 

If there are any considerable num- 
ber of southern men who ehare the 
views of Mr. Northern, it should not 
be so very difficult a matter to arrive 
at some satisfactory solution of the 
negro problem. Perhaps it may solve 
itself, before long, so far as the 
Southern States are concerned, for 
the negroes are leaving that section 
in constantiy increasing numbers, 
which is surely not to be wondered 
at. Many of them are finding their 
way to Southern California, and in 
Los Angeles there is alreaay quite a 
large negro settlement. There is 
plenty of work for them, hereabouts, 
in the vineyards, and orchards, and 
beet fields. 


UR RULE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
In the World's Work for October 

is an interesting article giving some 
account of the fruits of American rule 


‘in the Philippine Islands. The writer 


says: 

“It has now been five years since 
the American occupation of Manila, 
but it has not been two years since 
civil government was thoroughly ¢s- 
tablished over a large area of Luzon 
and of the rest of the archipelago. 
But many significant changes have 
come during these five years. 

“Most important of all, the people 
who under Spanish rule were sus- 
picious of all foreign peoples and in- 
fluences, have become convinced of the 
straightforwaru American intentions— 
at least the best and most intelligent 
of them—and they are in a frame of 
mind that permits development; they 
take part in their own government; 
they have a public-school system with 
more than 41500 teachers and 250,000 
children enrolled in the primary 
grades; roads have been built and 
more will be, and railroads will fol- 
low; the sanitary cona.:.ion of Manila 


is improved and will be wholly 
changed by works that will cost $4,- 
000.000; the islands have a _  trans- 


Pacific cable, a boat service to for- 
merly practically inaccessible parts of 
the archipelago; they have 250 post- 
Offices instead of thirteen, as under 
Spanish rule; and five years ago the 
total trade with the United States 
(exports and imports) was less than 


$4,000,000. and now it is more than 
$15,000,000." 

All this is highly encouraging. We 
have not yet accomplished al) that 


we desire and propose to accomplish 
in the Philippines. But, taking into 
consideration the obstacles which we 
have encountered from the beginning 
of our occupation of the islands, the 
progress that has been made under 
the American régime is no less than 
marvelous. This progress has been 
such as virtually to silence the super- 
ficial objections and malicious mis- 
representations which were given cur- 
rency under the name of “anti-im- 
perialism,” during the earlier period 
of our occupation. 

“Most important of all,” as the 
writer above quoted points out, “the 
people who, under Spanish rule, were 
suspicious of all foreign peoples and 


influences, have become convinced of 
the straightforward American inten- 
tions.” This achievement is foremost 
in importance among all that we 
have accomplished, because it war an 
ecsential prerequisite to any real or 
subsjantial progress in the elevation of 
the Filipinos to a higher plane of 
civilization and enlightment. Now 
that their confidence has been gained 
—and by such practical methods as 
amount to a demonstration of our 
benevolent intentions—the way of 
future progress should be, and prob- 
ably will be, comparatively easy. 

It is as the writer in the World's 
Work says: “Life in the Philippines 
is yet necessarily a long way from a 
satisfactory political, industriai, or 
social state. It may never reach a 
high standard of development accord- 
ing to American or Buropean staad- 
ards; and for many years the peopie 
will need firm and gentile guidance. 
Among the mazses of them anything 
like a real civilization has yet to be 
evolved, and this is a siow process. 
What American control can do is to 
tring orderliness and training, anda 
to encourage and regulate the devel- 
opment of the country. It is enough 
for the present if this work goes on 
in the right spirit and in the right 
direction.” 

The world moves, and its line of 
progression is in the right direction, 
notwithstanding the puerile opposition 
of impracticabie visionaries who are 
afflicted with mental strabismus, ana 
of demagogical politicians who are 
actuated by motives of “pure cussed- 
ness.”

“The Aftermath” is a pleasing play, 
though not exceptionally strong. It 
is well written and has several highly 
effective situations. The part given 
to the leading woman has several tense 
emotional scenes. Miller's role, that 
of the Ironmaster, is absolutely culled 
of all mere pyrotechn: *. and although 
in the first act and the last there is 
vigorous emotional expression, one 
wienes that more chance were given 
for a dispiay of Miller's talents. 

The story may be briefly told. Phil- 
lippe Derbiay, ironmaster, loves & 
woman named Claire. He proposes 
marriage and is refused, she being in 
love with the Duc De Bligny. This same 
pertidious nobleman, for financtal rea- 
sons, suddenly to another 
woman, who tells his firat sweetheart 
of it. In a moment of pique she sends 
for the itronmaster and accepts him. 
On their wedding night she honestly 
tells him she does not love him, and 
he, torn with grief and anger, decides 
that though they live in the same 
house as Man and wife, it shall always 
be apart. 

Afterwards she comes to love him, 
and he, although loving her, too, dares 
say nothing, but maintains constantly 
his attitude. At length the wife of the 
Due de Bligny insults the wife of Der- 
blay, and he fights the nobleman 4 
duel to avenge the insult. The wife 
of Derblay rushes between the com- 
batants at the final moment, and re- 
ceives a slight wound from a bullet 
intended for her husband. There are 
tears, explanations, embraces and a 
final curtain. 

Clever actresses have different ways 
of winning an audience in an emo- 
tional role. There are different meth- 
ods of natural presentation, for dif- 
ference in temperament means differ- 
ence in expression. Miss Bingham 
conquers through her apparent. tre- 
mendous effom to choke back the tor- 
rent of feeling; Nance O'Neil gains 
her audience with simple intensity: 
Miss Anglin, as Claire, is a tear-com- 
peller with simple pathos. Hers is 
the pathos of an untutored girl, which 
cannot contain itself and breaks out 
pitifully in wild protest against the 
great sphinx—Fate. In the first and 
last acts of ‘The Aftermath,” the ac- 
trees is superbly real. 

Henry Miller is masterful, calm and 
repressive. He is very like a man in 
real life; nothing ts able to tear the 
mask from his soul, unless it be al- 
most the final moments of a spiritual 
dissolution. 

Other members of the Miller-Analin 
company who do specially vcreditably 
playing In this drama are Morton Sel- 
ten, George 8S. Titheradge, Charlies F.

this theory we should have a wet an’ 
not a dry fall and winter in Califor- 
nia.

Among David's natural equipments for 
rulership were his personal attractive. 
ness, anc that nameless power which 
we call magnetism; his courage and 
self-reliance; his unselfish ability to 
take an interest in others; his wonder- 
ful freedom from malice and vindic- 
tiveness: his artistic temperament, as 
shown in his poems and his music. 
Among his acquired powers were his 
g00d developm@it secured in the active 
life of aes erd; his knowledge of af- 
fairs and of human nature gained at 
court and in the field; his varied expe- 
riences and his. knowledge of the sur- 
rounding nations; his superb skill in 
handling men, that grew with every 
movement he made. Saul was a2 man 
after men's hearts, the best that could 
be done at the time, for God would 
show the people that their best choice 
was a poor, weak man and that it 
would be better to let Him have His 
way with them: David was a man after 
God's he and would illustrate the 
kingly ideal. Sau! followed his own 
way. with an cccasiona! ear te God's 
voiee, but no repentance for his sins; 
David followed God's way, with, now 
and then, a leaning to his own jud 
ment, for which he was always broug 
to genuine and purifying repentance. 
Saul's sorrow was violent, vunregu- 
lated remorse that exhausted itself in 


‘sorrow came 
from repentance that saw his sins in 
the light of God's mercy and led to an 
amended life. 

The most wonderful thing about 
David was his freedom from malice or 
resentment. For that reason his re- 
quiem over the death of Saul is to be 
accounted a marvel He was wise in 
every step he took in coming to his own 
place of power—inquiring of the Lord, 
as to what he should do and how he 
should do it: establishing himself first 
in his own tribe of Judah and in the 
safe and sacred city of Hebron; show- 
ing gratitude and offering protection to 
Jabesh-Gilead and inviting. their con- 
fidence: conciliating ali of his enemies 
and drawing all the repellent forces to- 
gether at last around himeelf as king. 

JONATHAN. 

The most unselfish of them all was 
Jonathan, and brave as unselfish. Our 
first glimpse of him is when he and 
David met, after the slaughter of Go- 
liath. and their souls were knit to- 
gether in a friendship that all the 
world would regard as ideal. David 
was worthy of the friendship and gave 
back all the love and devetion of his 
soul. But Jonathan gave up more and 
is to be regarded as niore like the 
Lord Jesus than any man the world 
has ever known. Jonathan loved and 
befriended David, although Saul, his 
father, hated the young man; although 
it brought down on him the murder- 
ous wreath of Saul; although it meant 
that he. the legal beir to the throne, 
would be supplanted by David. He 
was not only willing, Dut anxious to 
let thim have the throne, instead of 
occupying it himself. The rhapsedy 
of sorrow ex 4a in the sone of 
David when his friend died was sincere 
and warranted by the character of tht 
friend. That song is in the first chap- 
ter of Second Samuel, and while we 
feel that it does more than justice to 
Saul, it does not carry its eulogy of 
Jonathan too far. Not one member 
of Seul’s family would David ever al- 
low to suffer. For Jonathan's sake 
would he have lost his throne.

“Temple Bar.” Mr. Lewis Melville 
quotes the following passage the 
— to ‘The Woman in White:’ “T 

ve always held the old-fashioned 
opinion that the primary object of a 
work of fiction should be to tell a 
tale: and I have never believed that 
a novelist who properly performed 
this first condition of his art was in 
danger, on that account, of negiect- 
ing the delineation of character—for 
this in reason, that the effect pro- 
duced by any narrative of events ‘s 
essentially dependent. not on the 
events themselves, but on the human 
interest which is directly connected 
with them. It may be possible in 
novel-writing to present character 
without telling a story; but it is not 
possible to tell « story successfully 
without presenting characters, their 
existence as recognizable realities be- 
ing the sole condition on which a 
story can be effectively told. The 
only narrative which can hope to lay 
® strong hold on the attention of read- 
ers is @ narrative which . interests 
them about men and women—for 
the perfectiy obvious reason that 
they are men and women themselves.” 

Upon which Mr. Meiville comments: 
“There is no rule more sound than 
this.” But ‘= sound? Tt depends, 
of course, upon how you define “story.” 
There are plenty of stories which, as 
m mere piece of mechanics, are quite 
successful without having any kind of 
characterization, and — the people 

figure in them are certainly 
mot “recognizable realities." On the 
whole we are inclined to think that 
Wilkie Collins was wrong. 

Mr. H. G. Welle has brought to a 
close his remarkable series of articles 
tn the Fortnightly on “Mankind in 
the Making.”

But there 
is a vast amount about Japenese men 
and women themselves. The reader is 
introduced to real men and women and 
is led to understand the people as a 
race. The author“does not in all re- 
spects present a rose-colored view of 
Japanese society and of Japanese char- 
acter. And yet the book does not ap- 
pear to be animated with any bias 
against the peuple as a whole, but on 
the contrary a.real interest and love 
for them. It may well be that many 
Japanese will resent the appearance of 
the book. We do not recall! at the pres- 
ent any serious beok written that ap- 
proaches a race in quite the same cold 
and analytical spirit. The author pro-

@issecting a cadaver. We are quite sure 
that the same method would resu!t in 
many unpleasant surprises if applied 
to our own civilisation and would be 
much resented. An ante-mortem disse - 
tion presents few attractions to the 
subject. But the book is written without 
any unkind feeling and t Japanese 
who would resent the voléme would in 
many cases be these who would uwiti- 
mately acknow! the justice of the 
opinions expresse J. D. B.

The study of constitutiona! 
histery has been & number of years 


& popular and important study in all 
our universities and colleges. : works 
of Gneist and Giubbs ve become fa- 
miliar to many t students. But 
the ordinary acceunt of the English 
Constitution leaves the student at a pe- 
ried remote from the present and cer- 
tainly well before the intreduction of 
the democratic principle into the gcov- 
ernment of the United Kingdom. There 
have been several handbooks prepared 
for the study of the present Constitu- 
tion because the Constitution is a 
changing thing though adhering rather 
clesely to a continuous line of develop- 
ment. But we do not recall any that 
impresses us more favorably than the 
Mttle work which Prof. Moran of Pur- 
adue University has just put out. It 
aims to present in a short space the 
salient features of that system of gov- 
ernment and to enable the student to 
use the more important treatises bear- 
ing upon the subject. Thus there is in 
the work before us in the first place a 
go00d working bibliography, not too 
large, whereby the student might be 
confused nor so meager as to be worth- 
less, but sufficiently ample. There are 
references to each chapter so that par- 
allel reading is a possibility. The text le 
clear, accurate and sufficiently full. The 
work is evidentiy the product of the 
classroom end is adapted fer ciass- 
room use. But the general reader will 
find it of interest as well and the ~revi- 
sion for didactic employment is not so 
obtrusive as to deprive the reader of 
the satisfaction of reading for himee'lf. 
In this connection we cannot. refrain 
from expressing our great satisfaction 
in the evident increase in the study of 
political institutions which is every- 
where taking place. The promise of the 
future political welfare in this country 
depends very much upon the intelligence 
interest the young men take in the 
study of political problems. And among 
the lines of study of this sort which ap- 
pear to us most helpful ere those stud- 
jes in comparative politics which any 
examination of the Constitution and

ecquaintances with methods elsewhere 
oat are too unwilling to learn from 
the experience of others. Against this 
provincialism the best correction is the 
line of study presented by just such 4 
hook as that before us.

Spencer ‘discovers’. that religion and 
ecience are not only antagonistic to one 
another, but are also involved in inter- 
nal contradictions, unless each recog- 
nises that the absolute is itself be- 
yond the power of finite thought. This 
‘unknowable’ reality exists only as an 
inference from observed phenomena: 
its true nature as well as ‘ts origin is 
involved in hopeless mystery. Human 
knowledge is restricted to the world of 
given fact, and as such it should con- 
cern itself only with the given facts of 
experience and their relations. ‘Sci- 
ence is partially unified knowledge; 
philosophy is completely-unified know!-

covers in them a certain incomprehen- 
sible character which cannot be defined 
in relative terms. This may be sym- 
bolized as force, and the formal prin- 
ciple of its activity as causality. Con- 
servatiem of energy and causality are 
the two fundamental propositions of 
science, and the nearest approach to 
the unknowable. Alone, however, they 
are little more than meaningless ab- 
stractions; each requires a deeper prin- 
ciple to which the concrete phenomena 
of nature may be referred. This is 
evolution. Each special science concerns 
itself with partial truth as its goal: 
each contributes toward the unity of 
all knowledge as it is postulated by 
philosophy. The aim of each science 
is to bring its restricted data into such 
continuity that its systematised facts 
are able to find a place in the general 
concept of evolution. Each science re- 
fers to its phenomena in terms of some 
static element as matter, and some 
dynamic as motion, and the general 
principle of evolution requires that each 
shall pass from a simple to a more 
complex form, ‘from a relatively indefi- 
nite, incoherent homogeneity to rela- 
tively definite, coherent heterog-- 


neity.’” 


It may well be contended that such 
an exposition as this of the Spencerian 
philosophy is practically valueless in a 
history of philosophy. For the class of 
readers for whom the author confess- 
edly writes it tells nothing. It does not 
give Spencer his proper.equation. To 
the advanced student of philosophy its 
lack of critical import also renders it 
valueless. Nevertheless, it will be seen 
from the above quotation that in re- 
spect to clearness and pithiness of 
style the author is very successful. In 
the arrangement of the subject matter 
of the book Mr. Dewing begins with 
an introductory chapter defining the 

conceptions of philosophy. 
The second chapter gives a brief resu- 
me of earlier history. The important 
pre-Kantian thinkers are arranged 
with regard to the Rationalistic and 
Empiric attitudes towards philosdphy. 
Very large emphasis is laid on Kant 
both in the sketch of his life and in the 
outiine of his system. not, however. 
owing to the author's prejudice. but 
in accordance with the philosophical 


man tranecendentalism is very briefly 
and superficially treated. In the last 
chapter are outlined the recent phases 
of philosophic thought. The work. 
apart from its biography. is really }it- 
tle more than a very clearly-written

THAN EXPECTED. 


HUNDRED THOUSANDS = SACKS 
MORE THAN EVER BEFORE. 


Southern Pacific Has Collected Esti- 
mates in California Which Contradict 
Growers’ Fears About August Hot 
Spell—Early Rains May Make Price 
Four Cents—Fair Railroad Rates. 


Somewhat startling is the informa- 
tion given out yesterday by the South- 
ern Pacific with reference to the bean 
crop of California. It comes in the 
shape of an estimate of this year's 
output. Growers have been inclined to 
lay great stress on the damage done 
by the hot spell in August. and on that 
account have freely affirmed that the 
crop would be short. 

This sort of talk has been particu- 
larly rampant in the great Ventura 
bean district, in certain sections of 
which growers are holding for 4 cents. 

In case of heavy: early rains they 
may get it. 

The Southern Pacific estimates the 
State's output this year at 750,000 sacks 
—about 100,000 sacks more thah any 
previous estimate: To Ventura and 
Santa Barbara counties are attributed 
600,000 sacks; to Los Angeles county, 
1°° 000 sacks: to Orange county, 50.000 
sacks. The su ng thing about the 
estimate is that the extra 100,000 bags 
are counted on from the Ventura dis- 


low. 
All these estimates, however, are 
problematical, and the truth is dis- 
closed only after the thrashing sea- 
son is entirely past. 

FAIR RATES. 


Excursion rates of a fare and a third 
will be in effect from October $ to MM, 
on account of the Agricultural Fair 
and races in Los Angeles next month. 
Ticket agents throughout Southern 
California were so notified yesterday.

BODY IDENTIFIED . 


Dead Man Found | in Main Street 
House Sunday Was Husband of Mrs. 
T. O. Carter of Whittier. fie: 


The body of the man found dead tn a 
room of the Euclid lodging-house on 
North Main street, early Sunday morn- 
ing, was exhumed from its grave in the 
County Cemetery yesterday afternoon 
and identified by Mrs. T. O. Carter of 
Greenville, Tex., who is temporarily re- 
siding at Whittier with her father. R. 
T. Penland, as that of her husband. 
Carter formerly worked railroad 
shops at Greenville and left there Fri- 
day last to join his wife and children 
in Whittier. 

At 2 o'clock Sunday morning he was 
escorted to the room in the Euclid by 
a policeman. Carter was then under 
the influence of liquor. His dead body 
was found an hour later. There was a 
plece of opium and a pint flask of whis- 
ky beside him, and it was supposed 
that he had eaten opium and drank 
enough whisky on top of the drug to 
kill him. A postmortem examination of 
the body was made the following day 
and the stomach was found to be that 
of a hard drinker. The verdict of the 
Coroner's jury was that deceased, 
whose identity was not known at that 
time, came to his death from natural 
causes.

~ STORM OF PROTEST. 


SAN PEDRO, Sept. 25.—A storm of 
protests has been directed against the 
City Trustees on account of the pe- 
tition of Col. Luke Kelly, a local cap- 
italiat, for a lease on certain parts of 
the water front, which he declares he 
wants for bath-house purposes. The 
fact that Kelly asks for 4 strip ap- 
proximately 2600 feet in length, which, 
if granted, will relieve the city of 
every claim it now possesses, is taken 
to mean that an unknown corporation 
is back of the scheme, and that the 
bath-house proposition is a blind, This 
the people seriousiy object to, and in- 
tormation is furnished that a petition

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 23.—If a 
stranger, preferably from some for- 
eign land, were to come to San Fran- 
cisco at the present time and sge the 
political rows that are going on in the 
various conventions, he would wun- 
doubtedly wonder when the pitched 
battle would come off.

This ac- 
cession of a spirit of deliberation is 
injected into the proceedings of the 
convention in order that it may be 
truly termed a “deliberative” bedy. 
Had the convention gone on with a

The dignifying of that gathering 
with the name of a convention is a 
travesty on politics. The members fol- 
lowed the bell wether like a _ well- 
trained flock of sheep, and when they 
heard the sound of the leader they all 
bleated in harmonious unison.

STORM OF PROTEST. 

SAN PEDRO, Sept. 25.—A storm of 
protests has been directed against the 
City Trustees on account of the pe- 
tition of Col. Luke Kelly, a local cap- 
italiat, for a lease on certain parts of 
the water front, which he declares he 
wants for bath-house purposes. The 
fact that Kelly asks for 4 strip ap- 
proximately 2500 feet in length, which, 
if granted, will relieve the city of 
every claim it now possesses, is taken 
to mean that an unknown corporation 
is back of the scheme, and that the 
bath-house proposition is a blind. This 
the people seriousiy object to, and in- 
tormation is furnished that a petition 
will be presented, urging the Councii 
to set aside the frontage in question 
for public use in future. 

The property asked for adjoins the

cific Electric Railway Company, in the 
outer harbor, and extends to a point 
within several hundred feet of the 
wharf owned by the Seuth Coast 
Yacht Club.

— --- 
Republican Convention Brooded Over 
by Democratic Herrin’s Shadow. 


Police Judges Notorious for Favorit- 
ism Look to Unionism for Reward.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 23.—If a 
stranger, preferably from some for- 
eign land, were to come to San Fran- 
cisco at the present time and sge the 
political rows that are going on in the 
various conventions, he would wun- 
doubtedly wonder when the pitched 
battle weuld come off. There is such 
an evidence of earnestness about the 
delegates to the various conventions 
that one not versed in ways political 
might be led to believe that the mem- 


bers of the different parties were fight- 
ing for some principle that meant the 
saivation of the State. 

This is not quite true of the recent 
meeting of the Republican convention, 
which organized a week ago, and then 
took an adjournment for time to fully 
deliberate on the next move. This ac- 
cession of a spirit of deliberation is 
injected into the proceedings of the 
convention in order that it may be 
truly termed a “deliberative” bedy. 
Had the convention gone on with the 
work on that first night and finished 
up the slate which was so patent to 
everybody. the whole affair would 
have been so dry that it would have 
been wormy. 

The dignifying of that gathering 
with the name of a convention is a 
travesty on politics. The members fol- 
lowed the bell wether like a_ well- 
trained flock of sheep, and when they 
heard the sound of the leader they all 
bleated in harmonious unison. The 
shadow of Herrin brooded over the 
convention like the hovering wings of 
some unclean bird. After the organ- 
ization and appointment of committees 
the delegates woke up and adjourned 
for a week in order that due delibera- 
tion might be given to the considera- 
tion of names for the various offices. 
This bluff looked well in print, and 
served as a sop to such old fogies as 
still retained the belief that candidates 
for office should receive their nomina- 
tions at the hands of the members of 
the party. Herrin being a Democrat, 
it would not look well to have it said 
that the Republican prty was depen- 
dent upon him for its candidates.

Lane's experience before the State 
convention, when he secured the nom- 
ination for Governor, taught his man- 
agers a lesson that they will not soon 
forget, and they are determined that 
their man shall not have to do his “ex- 
planationing”’ during the campaign. 

One of the peculiar features of the 
Democratic convention was the adop- 
tion of a plank of the platform pledg- 
ing every candidate to remain true to 
the party by refusing the nomination 
of any other party. According to the 
leaders, the purpose of this plank is 
to draw party lines strictly and pre- 
vent the candidates from flirting with 
the Labor party. The truth of the 
matter is that the leaders do not want 
any candidate on the Democratic 
ticket to receive more votes than 
Larne. Lane is p rsona non grata 
with a large element in the ranks of 
union labor, and Schmitz is the can- 
didate In that party that will control 
the votes for Mayor. If the other 
candidates get the labor nomination, 
they will not only have the full Dem- 
ocratic vote, but also the portion of 
the labor vote thdt is inimical te 
Lane. 

The result of this decision on the 
part of the Democratic leaders has 
developed a peculiar condition in pol- 
itics. Several men who are prominent 
candidates for Democratic favor have 
been flirting with the labor bunch 
and some have so far succeeded that 
they have been “honored”—God save 
the mark—bDy the laborites with nom- 
inations. But they have not accepted 
the nominations, and claim that that 
fact makes them still eligible for Dem- 
ocratic favor. 

Police Judges Cabanias and Mogan 
are the two notable instagces of the 
attempt to make a cat’s-paw of the 
Labor party. These two men have 
been so notorious in their favoritism 
that their termes of office have become 
the byword for all that is disgusting 
in Official life in San Francisco.

vention had heard nothing ef the 
threat of the Democratic convention.
